constitute, in brief, one of the im- 
portant holding of the Ohio supreme 
;ourt In railroad lltlcation. 
The 


court's meaning was that when a 
traveler falls to "stop, look and list- 
en" for a train before crossing a rail- 
road track, he may be contributing 
to the negligence which causes the 
accident in which lie gets hurt. If 
he contributes to the negligence, he 
.essens bis CUSEGCS to recover for 
damages sustained. By placing the 
warning, "Stop! Look: L^f-en"' at 
the crossing, the C. H. V. & T. c^' 
mny Is continually proclaiming to 
ice public the principle laid down by 
,he supreme court—i duty which, the 
iraveler owes to himself, not to the 
railroad company. 
It is believed 


that the C. H. V. & T. is tbe only 
road in the state which has thus 
thoughtfully adopted the supreme 
court's holding as a warning to the 
people to make themselves secure. In 
some of the damage suits now pend- 
ing in the courts against this com- 
pany General Solicitor C. O. Hunter 
lias asked the courts to compel the 
plaintiffs to set fortb In their peti- 
tions whether they "stopped, looked 
and listened." 
The purpose of this 


evidently is to attempt to non-suit 
the plaintiffs if they cannot show 
that they did their whole duty. 
The 


effect of it would be to cut off the ex- 
pense ot trials if the plaintiffs cannot 
Incorporate the fact in their peti- 
tions. Parties who have suits may 
not sec how they could save expense 
in this manner' because they rely 
mostly on the jury, but the judges of 
trial courts and the Supreme Court 
always have the las.t chance at the 
cases and while a .ury may find a 
verdict the judge may set it aside.

Messrs. McVey, Dietrich, Kemper, 


and Chapln, of the c.lty council, and 
the mayor, who Monday night were 
appointed a committee to meet and 
confer with the county commission- 
ers for the purpose of discussing the 
advisability of building a work house, 
met with couDty commissioners Am- 
stutz and Osman at the commission- 
ers' room in the court house at S 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and had 
an Informal talk upon the subject. 


The object of the meeting was ex- 


plained by Mr. Deltrlch, who stated 
that the city councllmcn, and the 
mayor considered it advisable for Al- 
len county to build and maintain a 
work housa. 


Mayor Smiley followed Mr. Dei- 


trlch and stated that tllo present- 
mode of punishment imposed upon 
prisoners tor minor offenses, of send- 
ing them to the Dayton, work house 
was very expensive, costing S27.15 
for every thirty-clay prisoner sent 
to Dayton. In round numbers, tho 
annual expense upon the city and 
county for work house 'prisoners will 
average about 32,500. 


Commissioner Arnstuta stated 
to 


the committee that the laws ot Olilu 
did not give the county commission- 
ers discretiouery power in a matter 
of that kind. That the question of 
appropriating 
money 
for

purpose should 
como 
before 


the people at an election and let 
them determine by ballot whether 
they wish to expend money for the 
building of a work hoii'-e. "if a peti- 
tion presented by 200 freeholders 
were presented to the commissioners 
asking that such a question

the 


commissioners under this laws to have 
the question submitted, and if the 
people at Ihe polls indicate that they 
want to pay the t»s: to raise the 
rr.oney for tlio Improvement their 
wish would be obeyed. 


After the subject had been 
fully 


discussed in an Informal manner the 
council committee withdrew. 
It is 


understood that the next step to be 
taken by those who have the work- 
house matter In hand will be tho cir- 
culating of a petition to be presented 
to the commissioners asking them to 
submit to a vote of the people of Al- 
len county the question of spending 
a given sum of money for the erection 
of a workhouse In Lima.
